MOTOK CAK DRIVER 
TRIED TO CONCEAL 
RESPONSIBILITY 


Pretended to Have Discovered 
Man Dying on Roadside— 
Had Run Him Down 


Victoria, July 11.—Confronted with 
the knowledge that the police were 
aware that he was the driver of the 
motor car which ran down and fatal- 
ly injured Thos. G, Proctor, a few 
minutes before midnight on Wednes- 
day night, Seymour MecDonaid, was 
arrested last night, and arraigned on 
a charge of manslaughter this after- 
noon, The case was adjourned. 

McDonald's arrest has given a sen- 
sational turn to the mystery, as it 
was he who pretended to have dis- 
covered Mr. Proctor dying on the 
roadway, and who stopped an incom- 
ing street car and summoned assist- 
ance to have the body carried to the 
roadside, after which he went to his 
office near the scene of the accident 
and there telephoned the police. At 
the time he was present when the po- 
lice took charge of the body, McDon- 
ald said not a word about having run 
down Mr. Proctor, instead, as soon as 
he conveniently could, he entered his 
motor car and drove into the city, 
leaving it at a garage with orders to 
have a new glass placed in one of 
the head lamps and the rod straight- 
ened, 

Tt was from connecting these re- 
pairs with glass scattered on the road- 
way that the police considered Mc- 
donald knew more than he had said. 
He finally confessed but asserted that 
he had not been speeding at the time.

| plicate mattors, 

Bulgaria's decision not to oppose 
Roumania’s occupation of Silestria 
and the strip of territory she desires 
removes one difficulty. 

But other developments such as the 
Greek occupation of Kavala, to which 
Bulgaria is expected to offer bitter 
revistance, are calculated to lead to 
troublesome negotiations especially 
as both Servia and Greece, on the out- 
come of their campaign will be cer- 
tain to demand possession of the ter- 
ritory they occupied previous to the 
war, 

Ruesia is already taking steps in the 
Balkan capitals to arrange for a ces- 
sation of hostilities, 

The British chancellor of the cx- 
chequer, David Lioyd George, 
dressing the bankers at a dinner 
the Mansion House tonight, referred 
to Balkan aftairs, He said that the 
first trouble was over and he was
